drug coupling reactions, wherein the pr o teolytic e nzyme cleavable amino acid moi e ty i s 
su b sti tuted wi th - a substituent sufficiently reactive to be us e ful m - drug coupling reactions, 
with the proviso that said substituent is not — N(CH? — CH2-- 0)2 in meta position on the not 
terminal Phe of Pro-Phe-p-F-Phe.

(New) A method of treating cancer comprising the administration of the 
tripeptide or alkyl ester thereof of claim 1 . 

24. (New) A method of treating a condition selected from the group consisting of 
arthritis, non cancerous tumors, invasive parasitic diseases, Paludism (Malaria) and AIDS 
comprising the administration of the tripeptide or alkyl ester thereof of claim 1.
